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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on October 31, 2007 has been entered. 

2. Examiner acknowledges amended claims 1,21 and 22. 

3. The rejection of claims of 1 and 20-22 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hosokawa et al., U.S. Patent Number 6,515,182 is overcome by applicant's amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1 and 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hosokawa et al., U.S. Patent Number 6,534,199. 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
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102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR LI 32 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Hosokawa discloses an organic electroluminescent device comprising a layer of an organic light 
emitting medium disposed between a pair of electrodes wherein the layer or organic light 
emitting medium comprises (A) at least one arylamine compound such as 




And (B) a compound having condensed rings such as 




The arylamine of the Hosokawa reference reads on the present claims when X 3 is pyrene; p is 2 
and Ar 5 and Ar 6 are substituted or unsubstituted phenylene groups. The compound (B) of the 
reference reads on the present claims when a is 2; R 1 is an aryl group such as phenyl and at the 
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ortho and meta positions of the phenyl ring and A is a substituted anthryl group such as 



6. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s).
